The  following  experiments  with  different  varieties  of 
the  various  kinds  of  vegetables  have  been  conducted  with 
the  greatest  care  possible.  IMany  of  the  varieties  selected 
for  these  experiments  are  entirely  new  to  us,  while  others 
are  continued  from  previous  tests  made  on  the  Station  farm. 
As  a summary  of  these  tests  we  recommend  the  following 
varieties,  as  those  which  in  our  experiments  have  shown 
themselves  most  worthy  of  general  cultivation. 

Oiiions;  for  family  use  or  for  the  market  garden  we 
prefer  first,  the  Spanish  King  (or  Prizetaker),  next  the 
Yellow  Globe  Danvers  or  the  Large  Yellow  Strasburg. 

Lethice;  the  Green  Fringed  has  been  our  preference, 
with  Golden  Queen  and  French  Blockhead  for  second  choice. 

Radishes;  the  Acme  was  our  best  for  extra  early,  with 
\'iolet  Turnip  White  Tipped  next;  the  White  Lady  Finger, 
Sandwich,  and  Early  Garnet  Turnip,  are  all  choice 

Peas;  for  extra  early  varieties,  Henderson's  First  of  All 
and  Landreth’s  Extra  Early  are  our  choice.  \Try  Dwarf 
Early  Frame  is  a good  one;  next  in  order  come  American 
Wonder,  Blue  Beauty  and  Strategem. 

Cabbages;  for  a good  extra  early  cabbage,  Henderson’s 
Select  Early  Jersey  Wakefield  is  choice,  and  perhaps  a little 
the  earliest;  but  the  same  variety  from  Landreth,  Storrs  and 
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Harrison,  and  Salzer,  is  almost  equally  good.  For  sec- 
ond early  use  we  prefer  Louisville  Early  Drumhead,  and  All 
Head  Early;  for  late.  Large  F'lat  Dutch  or  Premium  Flat 
Dutch  are  both  good. 

Tomatoes;  the  Early  Ruby  is  by  far  the  best  in  our  list 
for  early  use;  next  in  the  order  of  earliness  and  good  quali- 
ties combined  are  the  Allen,  Lacrosse  Seedling,  and  Table 
Queen;  for  main  crop  or  market  the  Favorite,  Long  Keeper, 
and  Paragon. 

Beans;  the  Improved  Golden  Wax  and  the  Black  Eye 
Wax  are  our  preference  for  extra  early  beans;  Crystal  Wax, 
X'alentine  and  Mohawk  for  later. 

Sweet  Corn;  the  Cory  proved  to  be  the  earliest  of  all  the 
varieties  tested  by  ns,  closely  followed  by  Henderson  Sugar, 
Early  Landreth  IMarket  and  Flarly  Alaska. 

Cantaloupes;  our  opinon  remains  the  same  as  last  year; 
we  consider  .Salmon  and  Green  the  best,  followed  very 
closely  by  Banquet,  Osage  and  Delmonico  or  Turk’s  Cap 
for  general  crop  or  market.

A medium 
size  yellow  onion;  solid,  and  a very  good  keeper.

Silver  Kina;.—W.  H.  Maule,  Philadelphia.  A large 
white  onion,  good  for  early  or  fall  use,  but  not  a late  keeper. 

Yellow  Globe  /Manvel's.— Storrs  & Harrison,  Paines- 
ville,  Ohio.  A fine  variety,  good  yielder,  and  late  keeper. 

Heel  Gnr^anus. — Landreth.  A medium  size  red  globe 
shape  onion,  not  a very  late  keeper. 

A fine 
white  onion;  excellent  flavor,  very  smooth  and  showy. 

Like  the  red,  except 
in  color. 

A very 
smooth,  globe  shape  yellow  onion;  medium  size,  very  solid, 
good  keeper. 

An  old 
and  well  known  sort;  above  medium  size,  a good  keeper. 

Goldea.— Landreth.  Medium  size,  shape  oval  or  point- 
ed, color  bright  yellow. 

Px-izetairer.— Alaule  and  Peter  Henderson.  xA  very 
ne  sort;  grows  to  a very  large  size;  globe  shape,  a large 
yielder  and  splendid  keeper;  color  golden  yellow.  A trial 
patch  (i-io  acre)  of  this  variety  in  the  field  in  fairly  well 
manured  land  yielded  at  the  rate  of  over  500  bushels  per  acre. 
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We  also  planted  a small  plat  in  very  rich  garden  soil 
which  yielded  at  the  rate  of  900  bnshel  per  acre.

EXPERIMENTS  WITH  STRAWBERRIES. 


The  Strawberry  growing  season  of  1891  was  so  very- 
dry  as  to  render  the  crop  almost  a total  faihire.  But  few  of 
the  manv  varieties  in  cultivation  on  the  Station  Plxperiment 
grounds  produced  even  a moderate  amount  of  fruit.  The 
few  berries  that  matured  were  of  good  size,  but  were  lacking 
in  quality.  Of  the  varieties  producing  even  a fair  yield,  the 
following  were  the  most  satisfactory,  and  in  the  order 
named:  Gypsyy  Bubach  No.  5,  Barton’s  Eclipse,  Jessie, 
Thompson’s  No.  7,  Edgar  Queen,  Haverland,  Parker  Earle 
and  Warfield. 

The  cultivation  and  general  treatment  of  the  different 
varieties  was  the  same  as  has  been  described  in  former 
bulletins.  The  growth  of  the  plants  was  very  good  ex- 
cept in  a few  cases.  It  was  impossible  to  reach  any  definite 
conclusions  as  to  the  merits  of  all  the  varieties, as  many  of  them 
bore  no  crop  at  all,  and  many-  others  only  a scant  one.  In 
regard  to  the  above  named  varieties  the  following  observa- 
tions may  be  noted:  Gypsy-  yielded  a good  crop  of  medium 
sized  berries  of  very  good  quality;  Bubach  No.  5 bore  a me- 
dium crop  of  good  average  berries;  Barton’s  Eclipse,  berries 
of  large  size,  a fair  crop;  Jessie,  a fair  crop  of  fine  flavored  ber- 
ries; Thompson’s  No.  7 yielded  well,  flavor  only  fair;  Edgar 
Queen,  a full  crop  of  medium  sized  berries,  quality  fair; 
Haverland,  medium  crop  of  solid  berries  of  good  size;  Parker 
Earle,  a very  fair  berry,  fair  size,  crop  medium;  Warfield,  a 
full  crop  of  medium  and  small  berries  of  the  usual  some- 
what acid  flavor. 

Of  one  hundred  varieties  tested  on  our  grounds,  thirty- 
eight  weie  set  in  the  Spring  and  Fall  of  1888,  namely;
